auctioneer and dairym an, had a 
n a r­ 
row escape from serious in ju ries S u n ­ 
day m orning when a 
W estern 
M ary­ 
land engine ran into his m ilk wagon at 
the C arlisle street crossing, dem olish 
ing the vehicle, breaking up the con­ 
tents and sp illin g most 
of 
the m ilk 
w hich he was just sta rtin g to deliver 
to his custom ers in town. 
Both Mr. 
Thompson and his son escaped injury 
by jum ping. 


The accident took placo about six 
o'clock when the dairym an was sta rt 
ing out C arlisle street. 
E ngine 822 
was 
on th e 
siding at th e W estern 
M aryland station and was blow ing off 
steam , Mr. Thompson beard the noise 
and lo >k« I to see if a train 
wa* a p ­ 
proaching from th a t d irection

son was unusually apprehensive.

A gentleman recently suggested that 
he would like to buy a dairy bull. He 
said that this animal was to be used 
on his common cows to grade up the 
herd, and he did not w ant to pay very 
much money, not over $125 aud even 
less than that lf possible, which lends 
to the question. W hat is a cheap bull? 
The man doubtless could have found 
something for $75 or $80. There would 
probably have beef! little difficulty In 
getting a bull that would answ er the 
purpose for breeding his common cows, 
says Kim ball's Dairy Farm er. 
On the other hand, suppose this man 
would spend three times as much mon­ 
ey, or $250, for a bull that was ex­ 
tremely well bred aud capable of trans­ 
m itting to his daughters the milking 
qualities th at predominated in his a n ­ 
cestry. We will suppose that the farm ­ 
er In question is milk lug ten cows aud 
that he averages one year with another 
50 per cent heifer calves. This means 
that the first year the bull Is used five 
of his daughters will be added to the 
herd. 
Now we will suppose that as 
soon as they come into milking form 
they yield fifty pounds more of butter 
fat lier year than their dams. 
This 
means th at 250 pounds of butter fat 
will be added to the production of the 
herd, which at current prices would be 
worth $75. 
When the second generation begins 
to milk there will be an income for the 
year of $150, aud the bull will have 
brought from the increased milk pro­ 
duction alone $500, or the equivalent of 
his original cost. When we add to this 
the value of the heifers that have been 
added to the herd we see that the high 
priced bull was an extremely profitable 
Investment. 
It costs no more to keep 
him than It does an ordinary animal, 
and a bull that could be bought for less 
than $100, while he may have a pedi­ 
gree. will naturally be rather question­ 
able as to prepotency, so that very lit­ 
tle dependence could be placed upon 
his increasing the butter fat produc-

ords for Easter. 


Farads Started Early. 
The btg annual Easter parade start* 
ed early and swelled to its greatest 
volume after the thousands of devout 
left the churches, where special ser­ 
vices were held The supply of rolling 
chairs was exhausted before noon, and 
a few wily chair pushers who “held 
out" vehicles, put their use up at 
auction and reaped big rolls of yellow 
backed bills. Boardwalk barons dou­ 
bted the price of theirs and worried 
because 
they 
didn’t have m orf to 
lease. 
The crowd w u orderly and the fins 
weather that kept them out on the 
boardwalk hurt the Sunday afternoon 
business in cafes. The few victims of 
seductive 
eggnogg 
were 
generally 
cared for by the police, and Chief of 
Police Woodruff declared that the day 
was one of the most peaceful ever 
known In the resort. 
special squad 
of police kept the rolling (hairs in 
line and the crowd moving during the 
rush hours 
Half a dozen harem skirts added va­ 
riety to the costuming, but the big 
feature of the day was the coloring 
jjf the straw hats worn by women 
promenaders 
Every 
possible

could i*> found In the millinery ex­ 
hibit. 
Outside of the harem skirt squad the 
freaks on the boardwalk during the 
day consisted of a woman dressed in 
white from head to foot, who strolled 
the boardwalk in a white enameled 
rolling chair, pushed by a coal black 
negro in a white suit; an actress lady, 
who led a bulldog, whl* i carried a 
pipe in its mouth, and a score or more 
of male 
pioneers, who 
paraded in 
white tunneled suits, topped by straw 
bats. 
Jumble of Colors. 
In variety and power of color the 
boardwalk presented the most vivid 
appearance in its 
history. 
Hats of 
straw shapes that defied descriptive 
powers even of experts ran riot as 
to shade, with wild blues and every­ 
thing of red predominating. 
While many of the costumes were 
matched from hats to shoes and hose, 
the greater number appeared to have 
been picked out by color-blind mod­ 
istes or wesrers with no attempt at 
harmony. 
Pretty girls in robin blue gowna 
wore yellow straw hats, while others 
topped off green coat suits with scar­ 
let ‘ lids" trimmed with pink or yellow 
straw bows 
The wind, which reached a velocity 
of nearly 
thirty miles an hour at 
noon, played queer pranks with skirts 
and hats at exposed street corners, 
and many men were delayed by the 
wind at the several draught spots on 
the boardwalk.

The feet of farm horses need more 
attention than they usually get. They 
need frequent trim m ing and shaping 
Sometimes the hoofs will break off 
unevenly. 
Such 
places

smoothed off with the pinchers and 
rasp. B etter still, they should he trim ­ 
med off before they break. Frequently 
In winter the toe of the boof has worn 
faster than the heel. 
This makes the 
hoof and ankle break too much In a 
forward angle aud Is extrem ely hard 
on the Joints and tendons in that re­ 
gion. 
W ith such feet the heels should 
be cut and ra ile d dowu until they are 
In proper proportion to the toes.

Bilags a Money Saver.
